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Region could refund business in dispute

Niagara Region appears 
poised to pay back more 
than $20,000 in a develop¬ 
ment charge dispute with a 


St. Davids business. 

The Region received the 
cash from St. Davids Cold 
Storage in November 2012 
when the company sought 
to expand its building. But 
the company complained to 
the Region, saying they 
should have been charged 


the lower rate for industry 
rather than treated as a com¬ 
mercial business. 

"We paid under protest at 
the get-go and said, 'This 
isn't right," said owner Alfred 
Dyck. 

The company's lawyers 
said the building is an indus-

try — and the 
Region's concur, 
said development 
services director 
Peter Colosimo. 

Industries, he 
said, don't have to 
pay development 
charges if they are 
building an expan¬ 
sion of up to 50% 
of their existing 
floor space. That 
would mean the 
Region would 
have to hand back 


all the charges to Dyck. 

Council's public works 
committee will debate doing 
just that next week, but Dyck 
said that's likely to happen 
because both sides agree. 

"It's a non-issue. It has to 
go through the formality of 
council rubber-stamping it," 

Since implementing a 
two-year industrial develop¬ 
ment charge freeze, the 
Region has been approached 
this year by a raft of busi¬ 


nesses seeking relief from 
development charges. 

But Colosimo said a for¬ 
mal complaint is "a whole 
different ball game." 

He said Region staff ini¬ 
tially saw the property as 
commercial, but they got a 
legal opinion that has con¬ 
vinced staff otherwise. 

"In fairness, we've looked 
at it," he said. 

"It's really a matter of 
interpreting the definition of 
industrial use."

A bike isn't always just a 
bike. 

For Brian Wall, who will 
never get a driver's licence, 
it was like having his first 
car. It wasn't just a mode of 
transportation. It was a year 
of hard work and saving. 

During the school year, 
he attends a special-needs 
education program and 
year-round works at Penner 
Home Hardware Building 
Centre in Virgil, doing physi¬ 
cal tasks like bagging stone 
and maintenance. 

When the 23-year-old St. 
Catharines resident who has 
special needs discovered his 
high-end Brodie Bike was 


stolen last week at Fairview 
Mall, he was devastated. 

"It's frustrating. It's 
wrong. I really don't think 
(thieves) consider what it 
might do," said his dad 
Gerald Wall. "They think it's 
just a bike, but it's Brian's 
way of getting around." 

Brian said he locked his 
bike on the rack in front of 
Future Shop on Thursday 
afternoon and went inside 
with his 15-year-old cousin. 
They came out about 10 
minutes later to find the 
nearly $2,000 black and 
white bike and everything 
attached to it, including the 
helmet, was gone. 

He had a phone with him 
and called his mom Darlene, 
who drove them around the 
area but without any luck. 
She made a report to 

Darlene said Brian was 


inconsolable. He and his 
younger cousin thought it 
was their fault. 

Brian, along with his 
brother and sister, has an 
undiagnosed genetic con¬ 
dition that delayed his men¬ 
tal development. 

He is trusting and kind 
and would give you his shirt 
if you asked, his mother 
said. 

His parents said if Brian 
wants something, he'll work 
hard and focus on saving 
money to buy it. 

“I like to spend, but I also 
like saving," Brian agrees. 

In this case, Brian saved 
his paycheques to buy the 
Brodie. 

Now he walks, until his 
new, much less expensive 
bike arrives on order. 

Employer Marcia Penner 
said Brian put 100% in his 
job and worked hard.

Throughout the bicenten¬ 
nial commemorations, a lot 
has been learned about the 
battles of the War of 1812 
and what happened to those 
who were fighting, but what 
was life in Upper Canada 
really like? 

How did families live dur¬ 
ing this period and how did 
the war affect them? 

The Niagara Historical 
Society continues their 
Bicentennial Lecture Series 
this month with "Hoping for 
the Best, Preparing for the 
Worst: Everyday Life in Upper 
Canada, 1812-1814" by 
Dorothy Duncan. 

The talk will take place at 
the museum July 18 at 7:30 


Dorothy Duncan will dis¬ 
cuss her latest book that 
explores the web of human 
relationships that developed 
in Upper Canada following 
the American Revolution and 
the years leading up to the 
War of 1812. She will focus 
on the families, homes, gar¬ 
dens, farms, roads, villages, 
towns, shops and fabric of 
everyday life. Upper Canada 
was a land in transition as 
First Nations, fur traders, 
Loyalists, the military, entre¬ 
preneurs, merchants, farm¬ 
ers, and newcomers from 
every walk of life formed alli¬ 
ances and partnerships 
based on friendship, mar¬ 


riage, respect, religion, prox¬ 
imity and the desire to sur¬ 
vive as war raged on their 
doorsteps and in their fields. 
There will be samples of 
some survival foods for those 
brave enough to try them. 

Duncan has served as the 
Curator of Black Creek 
Pioneer Village, the Director 
of Peel Museum and Art 
Gallery, Museums Advisor for 
the Province of Ontario, 
Executive Director of The 
Ontario Historical Society, 
GovernorofHeritageCanada, 
Director of the American 
Association for State & Local 
History, and Board Member 
and Chair of the Ontario 
Heritage Foundation. She is 


currently an honorary board 
member for the Voyageur 
Heritage Network and 
Honorary vice-president of 
the United Empire Loyalists' 
Association of Canada. She 
has received several honours 
including the Order of 
Ontario in 2004. 

Dorothy has published 
several books on the history 
of Canadian food, including 
“Nothing More Comforting: 
Canada's Heritage Food” in 
2003, and "Canadians at 
Table: Food, Fellowship and 
Folklore" in 2007. "Canadians 
at Table" won the Gold Award 
from Cuisine Canada and the 
University of Guelph for the 
Culture category, Canadian 


Culinary Book Awards pre¬ 
sented in 2008. 

Her most recent titles are 
"Feasting and Fasting: 
Canada's Heritage 

Celebrations” (2010) and 
"Hoping for the Best: 
Preparing for the Worst: 
Everyday Life in Upper

The fear of leaving on a jet plane 


What goes up, must come down. 

That's a thought that runs through the 
minds of one in three people who board a 

The fear of flying is one of the most com¬ 
mon fears, so chances are when you're on a 
plane, you're not the only one who is more 
than a little nervous. 

Most of those fearful of flying were afraid 
of mechancial problems during the flight and 
the fear of flying in bad weather was also a 

With the crash in San Fransisco over the 
weekend and news of the one at Alaska, 
nerves are a bit high for some with the fear. 
The good news is that a person can fly every 
day of their lives and on average it would 
take 19,000 years before you would succumb 
to a fatal accident. You're also more likely to 
die from a bee sting or by donkey, than you 
are from boarding an aircraft. 

Still, throwing a slew of facts at people 
who have the fear of flying does little to 
assure them of their safety or their fear that 
they will be one of the unfortunate who 
board a doomed aircraft. 

Modern-day plane manufacturers have 


focused greatly on a multiprolonged 
approach to survivability: In addition to acci¬ 
dent avoidance, great strides have been 
made in helping occupants survive the 
impact, post-crash fire and fumes and safely 
evacuate. 

The Boeing 777 that crashed in San 
Fransisco was designed for people to escape 
within 30-seconds, which is undoubtably a 
large factor in why so many survived. 

In the last 17 years about 95.7% of occu¬ 
pants who were involved in airline crashes 
survived. 

It never hurts to pitch in to enhance your 
safety by listening to the emergency egress 
procedures before each flight. What you wear 
makes a difference, avoid shoes that will fall 
off easily, or highly flammable clothes. When 
you sit down count the rows to the nearest 
exit, always keep your seatbelt on and secure 
loose items. 

Medicating is an answer for some, but 
drinking or medicating during flights impairs 
your ability to follow instructions. 

Sit back, relax and enjoy the view, afterall 
"humans weren't meant to fly."

Happy Gardening 


Have you ever stopped to 
work out just how old some 
of your plants are? 

We pay attention to the 
age of some trees but take 
stock of some shrubs and 
perennials. For instance the 
rose with the most wonder¬ 


ful perfume in my garden is 
almost 40-years-old, and so 
is the variegated euonymus- 
which survived a bad case of 
scale. 

An old gardener (that is 
one older than me) said I did 
not need to cut it down, but 
to hose with a strong jet of 
water every day till it cleared, 
and it worked. 

Of course I have lost count 
of the plants that I was 
extremely proud of, like 
lupins and larkspur, that just 
disappeared and never came 
back. 

Now I have talked about 
feeding your plants and relly 
left the choice up to you as 
many gardeners have their 
own recipe but some people 


want me to be more specif- 

Well as I have said before 
I use the time release gran¬ 
ules (simply decause I am 
inclined to forget) but for 
blooms it is a high middle 
number that works best. 

Now I use tomato fertiliz¬ 
er in the fall to give my 
Wisteria a boost for the com¬ 
ing year but I am told it is 
also great for keeping your 
flowers looking good so give 
it a try, this hot weather is 
quite stressful to our gar¬ 
dens as well as ourselvees, 
so remember to wear a hat 
and keep the water bottle 
handy - for you and the

Dogs trained in 
three weeks to 
detect lung and 
breast cancer 


What do dogs have that's 
lacking in humans? Harry 
Truman, the straight-talking 
former president of the 
United States, remarked that, 
"If you want a friend in 
Washington, get a dog." But 
friendship is not the dog's 
only virtue. A dog's nose has 
220 million cells that detect 
odours compared to a mere 
five million in humans. And 
although none have yet 
graduated from The Harvard 
Medical School, they can 
often outsmart doctors in 
recognizing serious disease. 

In 1989 the British Journal, 
Lancet, reported that a 
female Half-Border Collie was 
indeed a woman's best 
friend. Her dog kept sniffing 
at a mole on her thigh, but 
ignored other moles. In fact, 
the dog had actually tried to 
bite off the mole when she 
was wearing shorts. The 
woman consulted her doc¬ 
tor, the mole was excised 
and the diagnosis confirmed 
a malignant melanoma. 

Since 1989 increasing evi¬ 
dence suggests dogs can dif¬ 
ferentiate between normal 
skin cells and cancerous 
ones. For several years it's 
been known that tumours

exude small amounts of 
alkanes and benzene deriva¬ 
tives that are not present in 
healthy tissue. And that dogs 
can detect odours in parts 
per billion. 

Dr Larry Meyers, Associate 
Professor at the Auburn 
College of Veterinary 
Medicine in Auburn, 
Alabama, has tested the 
smelling capabilities of over 
4,000 dogs for 20 years. He 
says a dog's sense of smell is 
so sensitive that it can detect 
either a single chemical or a 
combination of them. 

Meyers adds that there's a 
mythology about blood¬ 
hounds tracking down crimi¬ 
nals. But he has tested minia¬ 
ture poodles. He claims they 
could give bloodhounds a 
run for their money. And that 
even amongst the same 
breed there's an enormous 
variability in sensitivity to 


But are dogs smarter than 
doctors? In one study, tissue 
samples of melanomas were 
obtained from two research 
centers. A schnauzer dog 
was then trained to find a 
specific test tube containing 
malignant tissue. Then he 
was trained to discover a 
melanoma sample placed in 
one of 10 holes. The dog was 
right 99% of the time. 

So how do doctors rate in 
detecting malignant mela¬ 
noma? A study showed that 
dermatologists, surgeons 
and plastic surgeons were 
right only 66% of the time! 
That's why I'm not being 
facetious when I say I'd rather 
have a well trained dog sniff 
my mole than a Harvard 
graduate. A one percent 
error appeals to me more 
than a 34% one. Particularly 
when a missed diagnosis 
could end my life. 

But if a dog can detect 
melanoma, why not other 
cancers? A study published 
in the Journal Integrative 
Cancer Therapies shows that 
a dog's extraordinary scent¬ 
ing ability can distinguish 
between patients who have 
early and late stage lung and 
breast cancers. 

The study was conducted 
by Dr. Michael McCulloch of 
the Pine Street Foundation in 
San Anselmo, California and 
Tadeusz Jezierskofthe Polish 
Academy of Sciences, 


Institute of Genetics and 
Animal Breeding. 

Five Labrador dogs and 
two Portuguese water dogs 
were borrowed from owners 
of guide dogs for the blind. It 
required only three weeks of 
training for them to diag¬ 
nose lung and breast cancer. 

The dogs were trained in 
the same way as if they were 
going to detect bombs. 
Researchers collected breath 
samples in plastic tubes from 
55 patients who had been 
diagnosed with lung cancer, 
from 33 patients with breast 
malignancy and from 83 vol¬ 
unteers who were free of 

The dogs identified the 
cancers by lying down in 
front of the test station. They 
were right 99% of the time 
and received a treat for iden¬ 
tifying the cancer. The report 
provides no mention of the 
treat. But if they diagnosed 
an early curable cancer I'm 
sure grateful patients would 
order for them the best steak 
money could buy.

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Road Safety Committee holds meeting to hear residents concerns

Last Wednesday the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Road 
Safety Committee (a local 
community group) held a 
public meeting to discuss 
the alarming collision rates 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

The meeting Wednesday, 
was their first meeting and 
committee members consid¬ 
ered it to be successful, with 
a number of road safety con¬ 
cerns being brought to their 


attention. 

Among those concerns 
were the recent installation 
of the 80 km-h signs that 
surprised many residents. 
Residents were questioning 
why the town would install 
the signs in light of the new 
speed limit review that is 
currently underway by a con¬ 
sultant hired by the town. 
The review is expected to be 
completed in July. 

Atendees were also sur¬ 
prised to learn that any 
unposted road in NOTL has a 
speed limit of 50 km-h, since 
NOTL is a town and not a 


township. 

From the mix of people 
that attended the meeting, 
common themes were dis¬ 
cussed to lower speed limits, 
address unsafe passing, fol¬ 
lowing too close, speeding/ 
racing and drivers failing to 
stop at intersections. 

There was an overall con- 
scensus that road usage has 
changed over the past 
20-years, especially for the 
roads that were once coni- 
sidered to be rural. 

Higher population, new 
sub-divisions, and an 
increase in tourist traffic - in 


particular bicycle groups and 
tour busses - have changed 
the way the roads are used 

Over the weekend Line 9 
and Concession 2 saw anoth¬ 
er accident. 

Residents on Line 9 have 
petitioned the Town in the 
past to make Line 9 safer. 
They asked for more safety 
measures in addition to post¬ 
ing the 60 km-h speed limit. 

In December, when road 
conditions were wet, the 
town conducted a three day, 
study.The study showed that 
43 cars were travelling at 100 


km-h or more, from the short 
one-kilometre stretch from 
Concession 1 to 2. 

The fastest vehicle during 
those three-days was clocked 
going 129 km-h. 

The short term goal of the 
NOTL Road Safety commit¬ 
tee over the next two weeks 
is to review the Town's study 
and to compare it to the con¬ 
cerns raised by residents. 

The NOTL Road Safety 
Committee was created to 
prevent deaths and serious 
injuries from traffic collisions 
that occur in the Town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 


It provides residents with 
a forum to raise concerns, 
highlight dangerous road 
sections and discuss solu¬ 
tions in a proactive 
approach. 

The committee claims 
that the town has approved 
another study by a consul¬ 
tant, which will review speed 
limits on NOTL roads and put 
forth recommendations 
without commnity input.

Distracted drivers a danger on Niagara’s road

Distracted driving has 
become a dangerous epi¬ 
demic on Niagara's roads and 
police are frustrated that 
people are willing to risk 
their lives, and the lives of 


others, behind the wheel. 

"I don't think people are 
getting the message at all," 
said Staff Sgt. Jan Idzenga of 
the Niagara detachment of 
the Ontario Provincial Police. 

"Most people think they 
can multi-task and it won't 
have an effect on their driv¬ 
ing, but when you're dis¬ 
tracted, you're more danger¬ 


ous than being impaired." 

In 2012, the number of 
fatalities in Ontario caused 
by distracted driving sur¬ 
passed the number of peo¬ 
ple who died as a result of an 
alcohol-related crashes. 

"I've seen people apply¬ 
ing makeup while driving, 
people shaving while driving 
and it's not uncommon to 
see people eating full meals

behind the wheel," Idzenga 

Idzenga recalls seeing a 
driver holding a coffee cup in 
one hand, papers in the other 
hand and simply resting an 
arm on the steering wheel. 

"Driving is a complex skill 
and we all take it for granted, 
but the actual fact is the cog¬ 
nitive skills required to drive 
are quite complex. If you're 
distracted, you lose those 
skills." 

Cell phones are the most 


common distractions for 

"We're still seeing way too 
many people on phones," 
Idzenga said. "They simply 
can't be unconnected. We 
see it all the time." 

Drivers who text while 
driving are 23 times more 
likely to be involved in a 
crash or near crash event 
compared with non-distract- 
ed drivers.

At highway speeds, 
according to the OPP, a driver 
sending a simple text mes¬ 
sage can travel the length of 
a football field without look¬ 
ing at the road. 

Other high risk distrac¬ 
tions include changing a CD, 
using a GPS, or being preoc¬ 
cupied with other passen¬ 
gers. 

It is legal to have a GPS, 
but it must be programmed 
ahead of time and not adjust¬ 
ed while driving. 

Using head phones or ear 
buds is also legal, but police 
advise against using the 

“As far as I'm concerned it 
doesn't make any sense to 
use them," Idzenga said. 

"If you're wearing them, 
you likely won't hear any¬ 
thing around you such as 
sirens or even screeching 
tires. If you can't hear any¬ 
thing, that creates prob- 

Ontario's distracted driv¬ 
ing legislation came into 
effect in October 2009, which 
made it illegal for drivers to 
use cellphones and other 
hand-held communications 
or entertainment devices. 

"Actually, anything that 
causes you to take your eyes 
off the road can be covered 
under distracted driving law," 
Idzenga said. 

And what about that 
morning cup of java? 

“It's not an offence to 
drink coffee, but if drinking it 
causes you to leave your lane 
or cut someone oft you can 


be charged with careless 
driving,” Idzenga said. 

A conviction for distract¬ 
ed driving carries a $155 
fine. 

Drivers who endanger 
others because of a distrac¬ 
tion, including hand-held 
and hands-free devices, can 
also be charged with care¬ 
less driving and will auto¬ 
matically receive six demerit 
points, fines up to $2,000 
and possibly a jail term of six 
months. 

"We have a pretty good 
conviction rate," Idzenga 

"The courts are standing 
behind the legislation 
because they understand 
the seriousness of the 
offence." 

While the Niagara OPP 
laid almost 700 charges of 
distracted driving in 2012, 
Idzenga said that's not what 
police want to continue to 
do. 

"We're not here to lay 
charges and clog up the 
courts and make people mis¬ 
erable. This is all about com¬ 
pliance and public safety. 
And that's something we're 
simply not getting right 

In the near future, Idzenga 
hopes the act of using a cell¬ 
phone while driving will 
become a shameful practice. 

"This is all about social 
acceptance," he said. 

"In the past it was socially 
acceptable to drink and 
drive, to not wear your seat- 
belt, but then it started hit¬ 
ting home, the social impact 
of it all. I think we'll get to 


that stage eventually with 
cellphones." 

Sgt. Darrin Forbes, who 
heads up the Niagara 
Regional Police collision 
reconstruction unit said: “We 
use to do a lot of seatbelt 
campaigns when I started 
my career." 

"We had no problem issu¬ 
ing tickets. Now, I find it 
much more challenging to 
find someone who is not 
wearing a seatbelt. Hopefully, 
the same thing will happen 
with cellphones." 


Forbes has also seen some 
pretty wild things on 
Niagara's roads. 

"I've seen people driving 
and they have a map in front 
of their faces," he said. 

"I had a guy driving beside 
me once wTio was talking on 
the phone and reading blue 

Forbes says in all likeli¬ 
hood Niagara has had fatali¬ 
ties that were the result of a 
distracted driver. 

"I'm sure we have, but it's 
a very difficult thing to prove," 


"When we go to investi¬ 
gate, people don't generally 
tell us they were talking on 
their cellphones." 

New research by AAA 
Foundation for Traffic Safety 
concluded that just because 
drivers have their hands on 
the wheel and their eyes on 
the road they may still be 
distracted. 

The research project 
underwritten by CAA found 
that activities such as listen¬ 
ing to the radio can distract 
the brain from focusing on 


the road. 

A research team used 
medical technology and 
driving simulators to mea¬ 
sure what actually happens 
inside the brain when drivers 
were asked to perform a 
range of tasks. 

All emergency services 
personnel, such as polices, 
are exempt from the dis¬ 
tracted driving law while on 

"If it's an emergency situ¬ 
ation, then yes, we'll use cell¬ 
phones," Idzenga said.

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Regional council will get new $1.9-million digs

Council to get 
► a wheelchair- 
accessible 
room, new 
seat layout and 
personal computer 


QMI Agency Niagara 


Niagara Region is 
going ahead with plans 
to build new digs for its 
elected officials. 

The price tag will come 
in at $1.9 million for the 
new council chamber, 
which council's corporate 


services committee 
agreed to send to tender 
Wednesday. 

For that price, council¬ 
lors will get a wheelchair- 
accessible room with a 
new seat layout. They'll 
each have computer 

"Staff have really 
thought of everything in 
terms of what's required," 
said committee chair 
Dave Augustyn. 

He said some council¬ 
lors thought it could not 
be done because of the 
physical limitations of the 
existing council chamber. 
That room has been in its 
current state since 1983, 
but the Region is required 
by the province to make 
it accessible. 

The chamber will also 


sport a modern appear¬ 
ance, said properties 
management director 
Brian Hughes. 

He said the room's 
floor and ceiling will both 
be raised to make room 
for the new layout. 

"It will not be as steep 
as it is right now," Hughes 
said. "In doing that, the 
whole chamber will be 
accessible." 

The project was origi¬ 
nally budgeted at $2 mil¬ 
lion. It's now at $1.9 mil¬ 
lion despite the loss of a 
boardroom cut by coun¬ 
cil, Hughes said. "The 
numbers have risen due 
to the increasing cost for 
audio-visual." 

Though the com¬ 
mittee handily backed 
the design, which 


must still be approved by 
council, some councillors 
were dubious about the 
layout. 

"I just don't see this as 
being a real great flow of 
communication, both 
verbally and visually,"said 
Lincoln Coun Mark 
Bylsma. 

He said councillors 
might have trouble with 
the seat layout, which 
puts two double-arcs of 
council seats between 
Regional Chair Gary 
Burroughs's podium and 
the public gallery. 

He figured that could 
leave councillors con¬ 
stantly looking to and 


"Do I have to change 
my regularly-scheduled 
chiropractor appoint¬ 
ments to every third 
Friday after council?" 
Bylsma quipped. 

The slightly elevated 
seating for the chair, chief 
administrative officer and 
Regional clerk irked St. 
Catharines Coun. Tim 
Rigby. He singled out a 
series of railings there to 
prevent the three from 
backing their chair onto 
nearby ramps. 

"It seems like a lot of 
extra cost to have three 
people raised up five 
inches," he said.

One of the most vivid 
chapters of Canada's past 
can be best recalled not far 
from water's edge in Ontario's 
Niagara-on-the Lake, widely 
known as Canada's Prettiest 

We spent a few days there 
a week or so ago. This sum¬ 
mer and fall, the most critical 
event of Canada's past is 
being marked: The days of 


spring 1813, when the peace¬ 
ful town was attacked and 
occupied by American forc¬ 
es. In time, they withdrew. 
But as official history puts it: 
"Canada was a hair's breath 
away from being part of the 
United States." 

When we walked to 
today's historic site - Fort 
George -- we met young men 
shouldering riflesand garbed 
in red and blue uniforms of a 
bygone. We watched as they 
helped children understand 
the sacrifice made by too 
many young men in uniform 


past 

back then. 

As one instructor spoke 
he displayed primitive weap¬ 
ons and described the harsh 
penalty handed a soldier try¬ 
ing to flee the battleground. 

Now until year's end spe¬ 
cial events recognize those 
painful days. One example: 
From late spring to mid 
December, the American 
occupation becomes vivid as 
uniformed soldiers patrol 
town streets and, on certain 
days, historians give public 
lectures on old tumults.

We also went twice to 
performances at the town's 
renowned Shaw Festival. Its 
theatres are just a few min¬ 


utes walk from the Harbour 
House -- a fine hotel with 
gracious service provided 
by local young people. A 
courtesy shuttle runs 
between Harbour House 
and two sister inns - the 
sparkling and respected 
Charles House and Shaw 
Club. 

We dined at Shaw Club's 
contemporary eatery. Zees, 
then took a two-minute 
walk to The Shaw's 
renowned Festival Theatre, 
its largest. 

The evening perfor¬ 


mance was a provocative 
work by Oscar Wilde, a man 
whose life provokes debate 
as did his tumultuous 19th- 
century years at Oxford, 
when he was - for awhile 
- suspended. Skillfully 
stages, the play is complex 
but has very insightful 
moments. 

Next night, at the small¬ 
er Royal George, we took in 
Our Betters, a theatrical 
favourite (dating to the 
1920s) by Somerset 
Maugham. In my modest 
opinion it's even more 


engaging than the previ¬ 
ous evening. (Perhaps it's 
personal: I prefer small the¬ 
atres with closeup views.) 

The streets, shadowed 
by summer's thickening 
trees, whispered of their 
past during a stroll with Lily 
Forsyth, a gracious lady 
who took us to about 20 
significant sites: Churches, 
cemeteries, monuments. 

The Niagara Apothecary, 
more than a hundred years 
old, is staffed imaginatively 
by volunteer pharmacists 
who know its stories. 


And yes we did sample 
local cuisine - including 
pub fare at Olde Angel Inn, 
said to be the oldest oper¬ 
ating inn in Ontario--with 
the luscious wines of 
Niagara-on-the Lake. 

The town has 27 winer¬ 
ies, whose whites get bet¬ 
ter every year. 

Have you tried John 
Howard's Riesling? If not I 
have a suggestion: Have it 
at a table in a Niagara-on- 
the- Lake restaurant.

The first step, he said, is to 
find out if you qualify, based 

Although Niagara-on-the- 
Lake doesn't have much of a 
low-income population, it 
does have a lot of seniors, 
some of them on fixed 
incomes who might qualify, 
he said. 

Single parents often also 
qualify, or those living on 
disability pensions, who may 
be struggling to pay their 
utility bills. 

Some of the people it 
could potentially help may 
be managing to pay their 
bills, but don't have anything 
left at the end of the month, 
he said. They may be seniors 
who find it difficult to ask for 
help. 

"If you're retired and have 
equity in your home but 
you're not drawing a particu¬ 
larly high income, you could 
benefit from this program," 

"It helps to lower the 
energy burden and in some 
cases helps seniors to stay at 
home longer. It's a proactive 


program that can lower the 
cost of utilities before people 
find themselves in a crisis 
situation. It focuses on low¬ 
ering the amount of energy 
use and managing energy 
costs, and at the same time, 
home comfort can be 
improved." 

When he talks to groups 
about the program, he usu¬ 
ally finds most people know 
someone who can benefit— 
an aging parent, a single par¬ 
ent, or someone who just 
got laid off from work, who is 
having trouble making ends 

Of those who apply and 
qualify, all get energy-saving 
light bulbs, and 40% receive 
free new appliances, with an 
average benefit of $600 per 
home, and some receiving 
up to $13,000. 

Those who qualify will 
have a technician from NOTL 
Hydro visit to help assess 
their home and its energy 
efficiency, and arrange any 
upgrades the home is eligi¬ 
ble for.

If it's free, it's suspect. 

But it really is free, said 
Lenard Hart of the Home 
Assistance program promot¬ 
ed by Niagara-on-the-Lake 

Hart explained to a small 
gathering at the community 
centre recently that the pro¬ 
gram is available through 
most of the province, and 


can help qualified homeown¬ 
ers, tenants and social and 
assisted-housing providers 
improve the energy efficien¬ 
cy of their homes and save 
on their utility bills, while 
making homes more com¬ 
fortable. 

Launched by the province 
two years ago, it has been 
taken over by GreenSaver, a 
Toronto not-for-profit orga¬ 
nization. 

Although not everyone 
qualifies for assistance, or all 
levels of assistance, those 
who do qualify can receive, 
at the least, energy-saving 
light bulbs, a power bar, and 
low-flow shower heads and 
faucet aerators in homes 
with electric water heating— 

Also free to those who 
qualify—people have a hard 
time believing there are 
absolutely no hidden costs, 
he said—a new, energy-effi¬ 
cient refrigerator, air condi¬ 
tioner or dehumidifier. 

Those in electrically heat¬ 
ed homes could be eligible 
for a programmable thermo¬ 
stat, weatherstripping 
around doors and windows 
and additional insulation. 
The program includes a 
detailed in-home energy

Tyleigh Smith is too young to under¬ 
stand what contracts are. 

All the seven-year-old knows is she 
wants her beloved dog Chester back. 

The boxer mastiff lab mix is at the 
centre of a custody battle that crosses 
an international border and raises ques¬ 
tions over how far is too far when it 
comes to dog adoption contracts. 

"It's so upsetting because my daugh¬ 
ter thinks he's coming home," said 
Tyleigh's mother Kirsten Smith, a St. 
Catharines woman who adopted the 
dog three years ago from the Louisiana- 
based Boudreaux's Animal Rescue 
Krewe, or BARK for short. "I just don't 
understand. You can't just walk into 
someone's backyard and steal a dog." 

The dog adoption agency been com¬ 
ing to Niagara since 2008 with rescued 
dogs from Louisiana. Chester is the first 
dog it has had to reclaim, said BARK 
director, Jillian Donaghey. 

"We've never had this particular situ¬ 
ation," she said. "I'm disappointed it 
played out like this." 

It was at one such adopt-a-thon held 
at the PetSmart in St. Catharines in 2010 
that Smith and her family chose 
Chester. 

"I wasn't even planning on getting a 
dog," said Smith. 

She said it was her sister who point¬ 
ed out Chester. "She said 'you need to 
look at the last dog.' He wasn't barking, 
he was just sitting there looking sad." 

Since adopting him, Smith said she's 
been working on training the dog, but 
said he continues to be aggressive 
toward other animals. 

"He's phenomenal with the kids, but 
he just doesn't get along with other 
dogs," she said, adding he has jumped 
over their backyard fence to chase dogs. 
"He takes off the second he's off the 
leash, so I have no choice but to tie him 
up in the backyard." 

However, keeping a dog tied up in a 
backyard violates the adoption contract 
of the BARK organization. 

"We never, ever wanted to hurt a 
family, but I don't want a dog on a 
chain," said Donaghey. "That's not what 
we envision when we do animal res¬ 
cues. You never want to rescue a dog 
from whatever they've been through 
and put them into a situation where 
you get a neglect call." 

Donaghey said BARK was notified 
Chester was being kept chained up out¬ 
side by a concerned resident while the 
organization was in St. Catharines for its 
most recent adopt-a-thon in early

Smith said Chester was 
typically kept inside, but that 
because their house is for 
sale, the dog was put outside 
on a chain while the family 
left during real estate show- 

After receiving the com¬ 
plaint, Donaghey's father 
Julian Long, who started 
BARK in 2004, went to the 
Smith house on June 12 
along with a volunteer. When 
they saw the dog chained up 
in the backyard, they took 
him and transported the dog 
back to Louisiana, where he 
will be up for adoption 

Donaghey defended the 


move, saying the terms of 
the contract allow it. 

"The contract was 
breached so it was null and 
void," she said. “We went 
there, you could see it was on 
a chain and so the dog 
belongs to BARK." 

Smith said she came home 
on the afternoon of June 12 
to find nothing but a chain in 
her backyard. 

"My boyfriend was home 
(when she arrived) and said 
'Chester is gone” Smith said. 
"A neighbour saw a car pull 
up and take him and drive 
off. It took less than three 
minutes." 

The neighbour took a pic¬ 
ture of the car and Smith and 
her boyfriend were able to

"I called and asked if they 
had him. They said yes and I 
lost it," Smith said. "It was 
probably the worst thing I 
could have done. I admit it. I 
was swearing. But I thought 
someone stole the dog." 

In the two weeks that fol¬ 
lowed Chester's reposses¬ 
sion, BARK said it learned the 
dog hadn't been vaccinated 
since it was adopted in 2010, 
and that there was no record 
of the dog receiving manda¬ 
tory heart worm medicine. 

Smith admits she was lax 
in the vaccinations and said 
she had been given heart 
worm medicine for Chester 
from a friend, whose dog had

After making contact with 
BARKafterthedog was taken, 
Smith also called the Niagara 
Regional Police to file a com¬ 
plaint, but that investigation 
has since been closed. 

"We did investigate an 
incident in regards to the 
BARK organization and a 
female St. Catharines resi¬ 
dent," said NRP spokesman 
Const. Derek Watson. He said 
the NRP views the issue as a 
civil matter and that the 
police "will not be proceed¬ 
ing with charges." 

Online, Smith's friends 



launched a Facebook page 
and a petition to try and get 
Chester back. Smith herself 
also took to the social media 
site and blasted the organi¬ 
zation over how it handled 
the matter. 

Donaghey said it agreed 
to cover the costs of getting 
all of the vaccinations up to 
date and would fly Chester 
back to Niagara if Kirsten 
Smith signed a new contract 
agreeing to properly care for 
the dog. 

But one of the clauses in 
the contract - that said Smith 
had to apologize for com¬ 
ments she made about the 
organization on Facebook - 
had to be done before the 
dog was sent back. 

"I signed (the contract) 
back saying you have to give 
me the dog back first," said 
Smith. 

That was the last straw for 
BARK. Donaghey said the 
organization's board of direc¬ 
tors decided it was in the 
best interest of Chester to 
find the dog a new home 
rather than negotiate with 
Smith. 

"For our board, that drew 
red flags," Donaghey said. 
"We were trying to act in the 
best interest of the dog. We

do rescues because we love 
animals." 

As far as she's concerned, 
the case is closed. 

"He's very happy where he 
is right now," she said. “We'll 
love him just like the other 
dogs we have and wait to 
find him a home."

"If we can get Chester 
home we would take him in a 
heartbeat," she said.
